Economy Remains High 
But Just Isn't Feeling 
Like Booming Further 


Bv SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK UP — Signs of a 
leveling off in business appear to­ 
day from several sources. 
But that’s all it is—a leveling 
off at a very high peak. The same 
sources could put it. just as ac­ 
curately, another way: business is 
good—it just isn’t getting much 
better at the moment. 
Today’s signs are mostly in the 
field of new orders. A number of 
companies report that production j 
remains at a peak but new orders 
aren’t pouring in at the same rate 
as a few months back. 
Tile business survey committee 
of the National Assn. of Purchasing 
Agents says its February report 
“ confirms the slight leveling off 
in industrial business conditions 
that was reported in January by 
purchasing executives.’’ 
New orders for machine tools 
have slipped from their year end 
peak, the National Machine Tool 
Builders Assn. reports in Cleve­ 
land. But in spite of a drop in new 
orders in January the backlog of 
orders in the 
industry 
remains 
high. 
Retail trade has been leveling 
off. Department store sales stay 
above the year ago mark. But that 
is offset by the drop in retail auto 
sales and to some extent in home 
furnishings as home building tap­ 
ers off. 
The National Automobile Dealers 
Assn. takes a dimmer view than 
do the auto makers in Detroit. The 
Association says a check of its 
members show’ many operating at 
a loss in January and February. 
Auto makers are more optimis­ 
tic. They expect new' car sales this 
month to top January, although to 
fall short of last year’s record. 
The steel industry goes hum­ 
ming along. But some doubts are 
now being heard. There are signs 
that part of the present ordering 
of steel is to build up inventories. 
This is because the industry has 
been 
warning of possible price 
hikes, and because in two or three 
months steel mill executives will 
be sitting down with union leaders 
to talk over wage and other de­ 
mands. 
Looking at the whole picture, the 
Bankers Trust Co. of New York 
believes there’ll be “ a topping off 
in business activity in the near 
future, followed by

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A PUZZLING CHANGE 
NOT SO LONG ago the numerous books 
by the late Joseph Stalin alw ays topped the 
best seller list in Russia. 
Now Soviet 
spokesm en, going back to Lenin for guid­ 
ance, are denouncing Stalin and all h i s 
works. It is inferred that he w as a cruel 
dictator whose concepts of the general w el­ 
fare coincided with his own selfish aims. 
E ven m ore rem arkable m ay be the c u r ­ 
rent conclusion of the reds that Stalin’s 
gravest m istake was in putting capitalism 
on the ash heap. Capitalism is outstripping 
com m unist production, say the spokesmen, 
and m ust be studied objectively. 
If these conclusions are sincere, and no 
one outside the Kremlin 
can determine 
that now, they combine both optimism and 
p essim ism 
for 
the West. 
Undoubtedly 
group leadership, which the red leaders 
now extol, is better than one-man dictator­ 
ship and m ay even be a step toward true 
parliam entary government. 
But if the reds are plotting only to put a 
fairer front on their world m ovem ent, nev­ 
er surrendering their despotic aims, their 
m ovem en t to capture the minds of men 
and then enslave them will be all the more 
difficult to m eet. 
M oscow ’s assertion that Russia is cap­ 
able now of delivering hydrogen bombs by 
planes and m issile to Am erican cities, 
w hile approxim ately the sam e as Washing­ 
ton ’s announcem ents of capacity for m as­ 
sive retaliation, could be the business end 
of R u ssia ’s plan for world domination. 
Unable to penetrate the true Russian 
plan, the West has no course available ex­ 
cept o maintain its m ilitary posture to 
m e e t the com m unists at every turn. 


EXCHANGING STUDENTS 
AS THE SO-called econom ically back­ 
w ard areas of the world try to lift them ­ 
selv es up by their bootstraps, a major prob­ 
lem they face is the lack of trained leader­ 
ship. 
Asian countries are keenly aware of the 
difficulty and are sending the cream of 
their young people abroad for study. It is 
significant that w hereas m ost of these stu­ 
dents formerly went to England and Eur­ 
ope, an increasing num ber are now com ­ 
ing to the United States. 
An important link betw een the countries 
in arranging such student exchanges has 
been the Institute of International Educa­ 
tion, a private, nonprofit organization with 
headquarters in N ew York City. 
The other day the institute was given a 
$1.5 million grant by the Carnegie Founda­ 
tion in one of the largest single gifts ever 
m ade by that giant philanthropic founda­ 
tion. 


The Institute, too, has arranged for the 
study abroad of m any Am ericans. 
The im portance of these program s in 
deepening international understanding and 
in providing leadership for the large areas 
in Asia where important choices are com ­ 
ing in the near future can hardly be over­ 
estim ated.

WASHINGTON itf—At the State 
Department. Secretary Dulles has 
no monopoly on awkward situa­ 
tions. His next-in-command, H er­ 
bert Hoover Jr., has managed to 
get into a couple too. with the 
help of President Eisenhower. 
The departm ent goofed once and 
got caught in its own flypaper an­ 
other time w hile Hoover, the under­ 
secretary, was running the show 
for Dulles, who was on vacation. 
The first involved Red china, the 
second tanks for Saudi Arabia. 
Last spring Chou En-lai. the Red 
Chinese 
premier, 
caught 
t h e 
world's hopes and attention with 
this sudden proposal: that his coun­ 
try and the United States sit down 
and 
talk about 
relaxing tension 
around Form osa. 
Hoover, with the approval of E i­ 
senhower, gave an answer which 
got a bad world reaction and which 
Chou said almost closed the door 
on any talks. The answer was giv­ 
en so fast it eouldn’t have been 
thought out very well. 
Hoover said the United States 
would insist that the Nationalist 
Chinese on Formosa sit in on any 
talks. This 'Would just about pre­ 
vent even exploratory talks since 
the 
Reds and Nationalists don’t 
recognize each oher as legitimate 
governments. 
When he got back from vaca­ 
tion Dulles tried to straighten out 
this error by saying Nationalist 
China wouldn't have to sit in on 
a cease-fire talk but would have 
to be there if the conversation got 
around to who owned Formosa. 
Hoover’s next big unhappy mo­ 
m ent cam e this month. Without 
any public announcement the State 
D epartm ent 
planned to send 18 
tanks to Saudi Arabia. It might 
never have said anything about it 
if there hadn't been a leak. Some­ 
one saw the tanks on the Brooklyn 
w aterfront, ready to be loaded on 
a boat bound for Saudi Arabia.
